The sequence in 
which he sings his new ditty, 
Memphis in June, is wholly ir- 
relevant to the picture but Hoagy 
nevertheless — again that 
he has a fresh, original person- 
ality to offer. We'd like to see him 
in a bona fide role instead of one 
of these synthetic parts obviously 
inserted merely to get his name 
on the picture.

We can’t pass Johnny Angel 
without a bow to Leigh Harline for 
his incidental music.

Three and a half years ago (in 


the May, 1942 issue of Down 
Beat) Mike Levin, then New York 
editor, took over the duties of 
record reviewer. He inaugurated 
the present system of classfying 
records into the various groups 
or categories under which they 
could best be clearly and truth- 
fully criticized. 

Five groupings were made—Hot 
Jazz, Swing, Dance, Vocal and 
Novelty. Thus a Jimmy Dorsey disc 
of a current pop would not be ap- 

ched in the same light as a 
e Ellington original or a Louis 
Armstrong instrumental. 

To do so—to review the Dorsey 
record in the same manner as 
Armstrong—would be grossly un- 
fair to both artists. For while 
both records might be good or 
bad; they are so only in their own 
categories. Certainly a JD pop 
wouldn’t prove lasting Jazz, as 
could Louis. But as for Dance, in 
which sense it was recorded, it 


could still be good. And by clear

Changes Made by the Chicago 
Rhythm Kings furnish counterparts 
of the McKenzie-Condon discs on 
Columbia. 

Trying to Stop My Crying by 
Wingy Manone or Wailin’ Blues and 
Barrel House Stomp by the Cellar 
Boys are comparable to Miff Mole’s 
sides in the Columbia group. Co 
hagen and Prince of Wails by Elmer 
Schoebel can be regarded together 
with the Columbia coupling of 
Charles Pierce. All were cut between

Spanier and Krupa are es-
